Direct aid has failed and so indirect aid must lie resorted to. 
The Merchant Marine act of 1920 provides for three classes of 
indirect aid, an extension of the coastwise laws to the Philippine 
Islands, which would give American Hag ships a protected trade 
large in volume; the imposition of tonnage and port duties which 
would give a preference to American tonnage in the carriage of 
im ports; the application of a section of the Marine Act, now be­ 
ing an aid by preferential rail tarilTs on goods shipped in Amer­ 
ican bottoms.

0. S. PROTESTS FRANCE’S OLYMPIC RULINGS 


B y H e n r y L. F arrell 
United Prest* Sports Editor 
New York, May 23.- One of tho primary purposes back of the revival of 
the Olympic games was lo foster a better feeling among the nations of the 
world and to promote sportsmanship among all classes and races. 
Over a long stretch of years this principle has been followed closely, 
with the result that better feeling has prevailed in the Iasi few years among 
the athletic nations of the world than at any previous time in history. 
The trend of the times toward commercialism has been regarded as a 
menace to all amateur sports by students who have watched tile purse replace 
the olive wreath as the most coveted token of victory. 
There has also arisen 
the danger to that sportsmanship, which tile amateur idea seeks to promote, 
by the development of the spirit that victory is the most important thing and 
that the means of victory have no restraint. 
Use of the Olympic games for personal exploitation, for personal prof]' 
and for personal propaganda was thought to be sure to come as a result of 
the tendency of the times and from the actions of the French Olympic Com­ 
mittee, it has arrived. 
American newspaper publishers have protested to th** French committee 
and the American Olympic committee against the sale of all picture rights to 
a French concern. By granting a monopoly on the picture rights, the French 
committee brought about a condition whereby the American press will have 
to buy all tin* pictures from the French concern. As far as dollars and cents 
ire concerned, no protest is warranted. 
The market price of the pictures 
would be less than the expense entailed In sending a staff photographer 
Baris for the games and the majority of the publishers would prefer to buy 
their pictures from one of the American film services. 
There are grounds for protest., however, for tho technical reason, that the 
best of French photographers could not have the eye for pictures that are 
wanted by American publishers. The art of photography and the news sense 
in taking pictures is just as local us the writing of a news story. 
If the 
French committee sold the news story rights for the games the same theory 
would be involved as in the sale of the picture rights. American newspapers 
would rot find the copy of a French writer suited to their peculiar style any 
more than the copy of an American newspaperman would be suitable for a 
European journal. 
Under the conditions that exist now, American picture concerns that 
want to send their own photographers to the Olympic games are being held 
up for exorbitant sums by the concern holding the monopoly.
